WASHINGTON (AP) - Secret 
Ho u se Ju diciary Co m m ittee im ­ 
p eachmen t ev iden ce has been made 
p u blic fo r the seco n d time in as man y 
day s, su ggestin g a 
crack in the 
co mmittee’s tight secu rity that befo re 
this week had n o t been breached. 
The latest disclo su re was p u blished in 
The Washin gto n Po st. It was the 
co m m ittee’s tran scrip t o f a k ey 
Watergate co n v ersatio n — that o f 
Sep t. 
15, 19 72, between Presiden t 
Nix o n , then White Ho u se Co u n sel Jo hn 
W. Dean III an d fo rmer p residen tial 
Chief o f Staff H.R, Haldeman . 


As a resu lt o f y et an o ther leak , the 
Po st also rep o rted to day o n the co n ­ 
ten ts o f a tap e the co mmittee heard 
Wedn esday . The tap e was o f a sho rt 
co n v ersatio n Ju n e 3 0, 19 72, between 
Nix o n , Haldeman an d fo rmer Atty . 
Gen . Jo hn N. Mitchell.

The min t has n o t resp o n ded to these 
req u ests, altho u gh it p ro mises an 
o p in io n so o n o n whether u se o f scrip t in 
su ch a way wo u ld be legal. 
Min t directo r Mary Bro o k s said the 
go v ern men t also has started a stu dy o f 
the 
n atio n ’s co in age, 
in clu din g 
whether there is n eed fo r a two an d 
o n e-half cen t p iece to help reliev e the 
p essu re o n the p en n y .

“We estimate there are 3 0 billio n 
p en n ies* ju st lan gu ishin g away in 
p eo p le’s dressers, p ick le jars, co ffee 
can s, u n lo v ed an d u n wan ted an d 
u n u sed, an d they sho u ld be back in 
circu latio n ,” she said.

These facilities were co n stru cted in 
19 29 -3 0 an d started o u t as a 23 bed 
ho sp ital.

the n ew stru ctu re. Areas v acated by 
these areas will then be u sed to set u p 
mo re beds. Reid said there wo u ld be n o 
beds p laced in the n ew facility bu t a 
seco n d p hase o f co n stru ctio n is in the 
p lan n in g stages to add beds to the 
ho sp ital. 


A co n n ectiv e co rrido r will be u sed 
between the n ew an cillary stru ctu re 
an d the ex istin g bu ildin g which are 80 
feet ap art.

Bu t Israel said its jets attack ed 
“terro rist o bjectiv es” o n the western 
slo p es o f Mt. Hermo n , far so u th o f 
Beiru t. 
Radio Damascu s said Sy rian jets 
clashed with the Israeli p lan es an d 
sho t o n e do wn . The bro adcast said the 
Sy rian jets p rev en ted the o ther Israeli 
p lan es fro m bo mbin g n ew targets an d 
“dro v e them o ff.” 
The Israeli raiders bo mbed an d 
ro ck eted at least fiv e Palestin ian 
camp s an d three bo rder v illages 
Thu rsday in retaliatio n .fo r the Arab 
terro rist attack Wedn esday in which 24 
Israelis were k illed an d 74 were 
wo u n ded. The Israeli bo mbs an d 
ro ck ets also hit a blo ck o f ap artmen t

“This n ew Israeli crime will n o t p ass 
witho u t p u n ishmen t.

When the state o f Israel was created in 
19 48,400,000 Palestin ian s fled to n eigh­ 
bo rin g Arab territo ries. No w there are 
1.5 millio n refu gees — the resu lt o f a 
high birth rate an d p erio dic wars in

Judiciary Panel 
Battles Leaks Of 
Secret Hearings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secret 
House Judiciary Committee im ­ 
peachment evidence has been made 
public for the second time in as many 
days, suggesting a crack in the 
committee’s tight security that before 
this week had not been breached. 
The latest disclosure was published in 
The Washington Post. It was the 
com m ittee’s transcript of a key 
Watergate conversation — that of 
Sept. 15, 1972, between President 
Nixon, then White House Counsel John 
W. Dean III and former presidential 
Chief of Staff H.R. Haldeman. 


As a result of yet another leak, the 
Post also reported today on the con­ 
tents of a tape the committee heard 
Wednesday. The tape was of a short 
conversation June 30, 1972, between 
Nixon, Haldeman and former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell. 


J. Fred Buzhardt, special counsel to 
the President, said early today that he 
had no immediate comment on the new 
leaks.

presidential spokesmen severely 
criticized Thursday’s accounts of part 
of the Sept. 15 conversation that ap­ 
peared in The Post and The Boston 
Globe. 
The tapes were among those turned 
over to the committee by a Watergate 
grand jury and kept by the panel under 
strict rules of secrecy. 
The committee also got word from 


White House lawyers that it would get 
a response today or Monday to its 
request for evidence relating to the 
ITT antitrust settlement and political 
contributions from the dairy insudrty.

Pennies are in such short supply that 
some supermarket chains have asked 
for permission to use paper script in 
place of pennies in their stores. 
The mint has not responded to these 
requests, although it promises an 
opinion soon on whether use of script in 
such a way would be legal.

By SUE BOYER 
Herald Staff Writer 
G ro u n d b reak in g 
cerem o n ies 
beginning the construction of the new 
addition to Berger Hospital were held 
1:30 p.m. Thursday. The ceremony 
was begun with opening remarks by 
Hospital Administrator John Reid and 
invocation by Jerry Morris, a student 
at the Circleville Bible College. 
Several members of the city council 
and the county commissioners were on 
hand since it was through the com­ 
bined efforts of the city and county 
representatives that the final stages of 
financing were made possible. Each 
group backed $250,000 worth of 
hospital bonds. 
Circleville Mayor and president of 
the hospital board of governors Frank 
Barnhill spoke during the ceremonies 
saying that better service to the 
community through this addition to the 
hospital had been in the planning 
stages for a long time. Barnhill closed 
just before the ground was broken with 
the 
remarks, 
“It’s time 
to 
see 
something growing here besides 
grass.” 
Dr. William Myers, president of the 
medical staff at Berger, said formal 
thanks were in order to several people 
but especially to John Reid who had 
taken action on something many 


others had just thought about. Dr. 
Myers thanked Mayor Barnhill and the 
board of governors for their efforts in 
making the dream a reality and Dr. 
Carlos Alvarez and Dr. F. W. Anderson 
who have served both on the board of 
governors and the medical staff. 
Myers commended many of the 
physicians at Berger who have 
dedicated their lives’ work to the 
betterment of the hospital. 
Barnhill, Myers and County Com­ 
missioner Wayne Hines provided the 
two good feet and one steady hand to 
unearth the first shovelful of soil. 
Barnhill amusedly pointed out that the 
shovel being used was one already 
owned by the hospital. He had gone to 
purchase a new one but said “They 
wanted $8 for a new shovel.” The old 
tool was given a fresh coat of 
aluminum paint and served the pur­ 
pose very well. As Barnhill said, the 
eight bucks can go toward paying for 
this project. 
Reid said trucks owned by the 
Steward Construction Company and 
the J. A. Croson Plumbing and Heating 
Inc. were already on the site ready to 
start. The Steward Construction 
Company 
holds the general con­ 
struction contract. Removal of several 
trees in the immediate area of con­ 
struction will be the first item on the 


agenda, 
said 
the 
hospital 
ad­ 
ministrator. He said the electric lines 
and a building on the site would also 
have to be moved and then the big 
machines are ready to come on the job. 
With the formalities over and actual 
construction to begin, the question of 
date of completion was posed. The 
general contractor estimated the job 
should be completed in a year after 
construction is begun which would be 
about June 1975. Architect Dan A. 
Carmichael who has done all the 
blueprints for the new facility 
estimates it should be ready for use by 
November 1975. But, Reid said they 
would be lucky if they were in it by 
January 1976. 
Hospital week which began May 12 
and will end Saturday, was com­ 
memorated with special significance 
this 
year. 
The 
expansion 
and 
modernization program will make 
Berger Hospital an institution better 
able to serve the community and the 
county. 
In 1971, Berger Hospital was ac­ 
credited for the first time by the 
American Hospital Association’s Joint 
Commission on Accreditation. One 
requirement of the accreditation was 
that the hospital begin plans to expand 
and modernize its facilities. Since that 
time plans have been extensive. 


The existing facilities are much too 
small to serve the health care needs of 
an area the size of Pickaway County. 
These facilities were constructed in 
1929-30 and started out as a 23 bed 
hospital. Today the hospital has ex­ 
panded to hold 57 beds. 


With the ancillary service addition, 
em ergency 
services, 
radiology, 
laboratory, central supply, surgery, 
recovery and pharmacy areas will be 
moved from the existing structure into 
the new structure. Areas vacated by 
these areas will then be used to set up 
more beds. Reid said there would be no 
beds placed in the new facility but a 
second phase of construction is in the 
planning stages to add beds to the 
hospital. 
A connective corridor will be used 
between the new ancillary structure 
and the existing building which are 80 
feet apart. Reid said the area between 
would be reserved for Phase II which 
he hoped would be started by 1977. By 
installing an elevator at the end of the 
corridor, the hospital will be able to 
remain operational throughout the 
construction period. 
The new sturcture when completed 
will extend 95 feet from the place the 
ground was broken Thursday and will 
be 150 feet in width.

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supply, federal reserve banks started 
a month ago to ration pennies to 
commercial banks.

Association of Food Chains said the 
shortage is causing problems since 
pennies are absolutely essential in 
daily food store operations. 


Ironically, the U.S. Mint takes some 
responsibility for helping create the 
shortage. 


“It all started when we asked for the 
aluminum legislation...” Miss Brooks 
said in an interview. 
“It’s a phenomena that when the 
American people hear there may be a 
shortage, they create one,” Miss 
Brooks said. 


Miss Brooks said there is no real 
shortage of pennies, they are just not 
being circulated. 
“We estimate there are 30 billion 
pennies* just languishing away in 
people’s dressers, pickle jars, coffee 
cans, unloved and unwanted and 
unused, and they should be back in 
circulation,” she said. 


Mideast Attacks Seen

The Israeli command said its jets 
strafed and bombed Arab guerrilla 
targets in southern Lebanon again 
today 
barely 24 
hours 
after 
its 
devastating retaliatory attack there. It 
said all aircraft returned safely after a 
30-minute raid. 
At the same time, six thunderous 
explosions shook the lebanese capital 
of Beirut in quick succession. One 
unconfirmed report said anti-aircraft 
batteries in the port area opened fire 
on Israeli warplanes. 
But Israel said its jets attacked 
“terrorist objectives” on the western 
slopes of Mt. Hermon, far south of 
Beirut. 
Radio Damascus said Syrian jets 
clashed with the Israeli planes and 
shot one down. The broadcast said the 
Syrian jets prevented the other Israeli 
planes from bombing new targets and 
“drove them off.” 
The Israeli raiders bombed and 
rocketed at least five Palestinian 
camps and three border villages 
Thursday in retaliation.for the Arab 
terrorist attack Wednesday in which 24 
Israelis were killed and 74 were 
wounded. The Israeli bombs and 
rockets also hit a block of apartment 
houses in Sidon adjoining a refugee 
cam p, 
leveling 
one 
three-story 
building and causing heavy casualties. 


“This new Israeli crime will not pass 
without punishment. Israel will pay 
very dearly for the price of our 
children,” declared the Palestinian 
news agency WAFA. 
The Israeli strikes increased the 
possibility that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger would return to 
W ashington 
soon 
without 
an 
agreement between Israel and Syria 
for a separation of their forces on the 
Golan Heights. But Kissinger made 
another trip to Damascus Thursday 
and maintained on his return to 
Jerusalem that “progress was made.” 
“Tell Kissinger to come see what the 
Israelis have done with American 
Phantoms,” said one guerrilla. “Even 
if all the Arabs sign a peace agreement 
with Israel, we will still continue to 
fight.” 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy warned that the Arab states 
could not stand idly by in the face of 
“ Israeli acts of aggression.” 
In Washington, the White House 
condemned both the guerrilla attack 
into Israel and the retaliatory raids, 
saying, “Continuing cycles of violence 
of this sort can only obstruct the 
achievement of a peaceful settlement 
in the Middle East.” 
Kissinger also issued a statement 
deploring the deaths of civilians from 
Israeli air attacks in Lebanon on 


Thursday, saying the U.S. government 
“deeply deplores the loss of innocent 
life wherever it occurs in the tragic 
conflict.” 
The statement appeared softer in tone 
than his condemnation of the Arab 
terrorist assault Wednesday on the Is­ 
raeli village of Maalot. Kissinger 
described the Israeli air strikes as 
“retaliation 
for the massacre at 
Maalot.” 


State Department spokesman Robert 
Anderson maintained, however, “the 
attitude in both statements is equally 
strong.”

Kissinger began today is to work out a 
formula that would stop fighting 
between Israel and Syria. 
The differences are narrow but 
“terribly emotional,” newsmen were 
told as Kissinger flew back to Israel 
Thursday night following a seven-hour 
session with Assad and Foreign 
Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam.

For 
m any y ears he has stu d ied abou t the 
American Ind ians and searched the 
cou ntry sid e for campsites, weapons 
and other ev id ence of Ind ian life. He 
said that in Pickaway Cou nty he has 
fou nd many things ind icating this was 
a popu lar place for the Ind ians to liv e. 
D isplay ed 
by 
Sgt. 
Ely 
w ere 
tom ahawks, flintlock gu ns, powd er 
horns and slid es of paintings by John 
Barsotti of the Ohio State Mu seu m. 
The pictu res showed both Ind ians and 
settlers in their efforts to wrest a liv ing 
from the v ast u nsettled cou ntry . 
In one spot near Circlev ille, Sgt. Ely 
fou nd broken end s of poles which 
su pported tepees and storage places 
where the Ind ians kept their good s. 
These d eeply d u g pits were lined with 
clay and m ad e in the shape of a bowl. 
Ashes on each lay er preserv ed articles 
which after many hu nd red s of y ears 
was still intact. 
Sgt. Ely told of the origin of the 
ex pression Bu ry the Hatchet. When 
one Ind ian tribe won a battle ov er 
another the tomahawks were bu ried 
with the loser’s weapons on the top 
lay er. When another battle was im ­ 
minent and tools were d u g u p with the 
losing tribe hav ing the ad v antage. 
When a tribe was read y for war the 
brav es wou ld fling their tomahawks at 
a post in a certain m anner and another 
for peace. 
Most tomahawks held the bowl of a 
pipe below the bu siness end of the tool 
and the hand le was hollowed ou t 
enabling the Ind ians to smoke for 


peace after battle. Sgt. Ely has m ad e 
many tomahawks and gu ns like those 
u sed by both Ind ians and settlers of the 
area. At the present tim e he has a 
large

On 
one 
tomahawk he engrav ed a pictu re of 
Logan Elm and the hand le is mad e 
from the remains of the original tree.

Ely has fou nd many arrowhead s, most 
are of flint bu t others are mad e of d eer 
antlers d rilled to hold the shaft. Those 
stored in ashes rem ained intact bu t 
those left ou t d eteriorated . 
Accord ing to history Sgt. Ely said 
that Tecu mseh was bom near Westfall 
and liv ed in this area for six y ears u ntil 
his family mov ed to a site near 
Chillicothe. He spoke of sev eral other 
famou s Ind ians who m ad e their homes 
in Pickaway Cou nty .

“ The rollbacks may be significant,’* 
said William N. Walker, FEO general 
cou nsel. Bu t he d eclined to estim ate 
how mu ch they might be.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sou rces say Ru ssia may be 
preparing to ship some of its ad v anced 
MIG23 jet fighters to Arab air forces. 
This cou ld spell trou ble for the Israeli 
Air Force if the MIG23 “flogger’’ 
appears in nu m bers.on the Sy rian 
front. 
More than that, it wou ld su ggest that 
Ru ssia is prepared to stiffen Sy ria’s 
ability and will to fight while the 
United States is try ing to restore a 
tru ce between the Sy rians and Israelis. 
U.S. analy sts say the MIG23, with a 
top speed of nearly 2,000 miles an hou r, 
wou ld significantly boost the power of 
Arab air forces now equ ipped with 
earlier mod el fighters. 
Intelligence sou rces say crated 
MIG23s hav e been seen near a Black 
Sea port from which the Ru ssians ship 
m ilitary equ ipment by sea to Sy ria and 
other Arab nations. 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Day an 
claimed early last month that MIG23s 
were in Sy ria. A Pentagon spokesman 
said at the time that “there is no 
ev id ence that the MIG23 has appeared 
in Sy ria.” 
Abou t two 
weeks 
later, 
Sy rian 
Presid ent Hafez Assad retu rned home 
from Moscow with a promise of ad ­ 
d itional arm s from the Sov iet Union. 
Beiru t newspapers said Ru ssia had 
pled ged early d eliv ery of ad v anced jet 
fighters 
and 
su rface-to-su rface 
missiles. 
Abou t that time, U.S. intelligence 
reported , Sov iet m erchant ships 
u nload ed 12 crated MIG21 jets at the 
Sy rian port of Latakia.

NEW YORK (AP) - A new prime 
rate increase touched off some sharp 
losses in the stock market today. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials was down 8.21 at 827.13 at 
noon, recovering slightly from a drop 
of better than ll points in the first 
hour. 
lasers outpaced gainers by 
about 9 to 2 on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
As the market opened. New York’s 
First National City Bank announced a 
quarterpoint increase in the prime 
rate to a record 114 per cent, and sev­ 
eral 
other m ajor banks swiftly 
followed with similar increases. 
Alcan Aluminum was the Big 
Board’s most-active stock, down 4 at 
294. A 100,000-share block of the issue 
traded at 284. 
On the American Stock Exchange, the 
market value index was down .92 at 
82.85. 
Oils were broadly lower after a 
proposal Thursday by the Federal 
Energy Office that might lead to 
petroleum price rollbacks. 
The Amex volume leader was Syntex, 
down 4 at 504. 
The N YSE’s noon composite index of 
some 1,500 common stocks was down 
.49 at 46.89.

Pickaway County Historical Society in 
the meeting room at the museum. 
Reports of present and future events 
w ere made during the business 
meeting presided over by Dr. Robert 
L igg ett. 
Rex 
H aecker 
said 
the 
publishers of the history of Franklin 
and Pickaway Counties, published by 
Williams Brothers in 1880, is ready for 
printing. The index containing 25,000 
names of families connected with the 
book were compiled by volunteers. 
Orders are now being taken for this 
informative book. Coupons for orders 
were published in Wednesday’s edition 
of The Herald. 
Mrs. Link Mader explained the new 
plan to keep the museum open during 
the summer months. Visitors will be 
guided through the rooms on Wed­ 
nesday and Sunday afternoons from 2- 
4 and on appointment for groups. 
Recent acquisitions were told of by 
Miss Dhel Renick. Tour guides were 
given brochures which will assist them 
in answering questions concerning 
items or furniture in any room.

Sgt. Ely, a resident of Circleville for 
the past 13 years, lives with his wife 
and children on McGraw Road. For 
many years he has studied about the 
American Indians and searched the 
countryside for campsites, weapons 
and other evidence of Indian life. He 
said that in Pickaway County he has 
found many things indicating this was 
a popular place for the Indians to live. 
D isplayed 
by 
Sgt. 
E ly 
were 
tomahawks, flintlock guns, powder 
horns and slides of paintings by John 
Barsotti of the Ohio State Museum. 
The pictures showed both Indians and 
settlers in their efforts to wrest a living 
from the vast unsettled country. 
In one spot near Circleville, Sgt. Ely 
found broken ends of poles which 
supported tepees and storage places 
where the Indians kept their goods. 
These deeply dug pits were lined with 
clay and made in the shape of a bowl. 
Ashes on each layer preserved articles 
which after many hundreds of years 
was still intact. 
Sgt. Ely told of the origin of the 
expression Bury the Hatchet. When 
one Indian tribe won a battle over 
another the tomahawks were buried 
with the loser’s weapons on the top 
layer. When another battle was im­ 
minent and tools were dug up with the 
losing tribe having the advantage. 
When a tribe was ready for war the 
braves would fling their tomahawks at 
a post in a certain manner and another 
for peace. 
Most tomahawks held the bowl of a 
pipe below the business end of the tool 
and the handle was hollowed out 
enabling the Indians to smoke for 


peace after battle. Sgt. Ely has made 
many tomahawks and guns like those 
used by both Indians and settlers of the 
area. At the present time he has a 
large 
display 
in 
the 
Ohio 
State 
Museum 
in 
Columbus. 
On 
one 
tomahawk he engraved a picture of 
I/)gan Elm and the handle is made 
from the remains of the original tree. 
In his walks over the local area, Sgt. 
Ely has found many arrowheads, most 
are of flint but others are made of deer 
antlers drilled to hold the shaft. Those 
stored in ashes remained intact but 
those left out deteriorated. 
According to history Sgt. Ely said 
that Tecumseh was bom near Westfall 
and lived in this area for six years until 
his family moved to a site near 
Chillicothe. He spoke of several other 
famous Indians who made their homes 
in Pickaway County.

Severe thunderstorms, tornadoes and 
hail slashed through parts of the 
Midwest early today, causing scat­ 
tered damage and some flooding. 
No injuries were reported. 
A tornado demolished a mobile home 
and knocked out electricity in Cass 
City, Mich. In northwestern Illinois, 
twisters 
hit 
Sherrard, 
Orion 
and 
Donahue late Thursday, and golfball- 
size hail pounded Plainfield southwest 
of Chicago. 
Tornadoes also were spotted in eastern 
Iowa. 
More than 2 inches of rain fell within 
25 minutes in Sterling, 111., Thursday 
afternoon and flooding forced the 
evacuation of a few St. Charles, 111., 
families. 
Rain washed out roads in Midland 
County, Mich., where there also were 
widespread electrical outages. 
Flash-flood warnings were issued for 
parts of Illinois, Michigan and western 
New York. 
Rainy but mild weather was the rule 
for most of the rest of the nation. Snow 
sifted into upper elevations of Oregon, 
but the South had weather with tem­ 
peratures in the 70s early today.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Significant 
rollbacks of domestic oil and gasoline 
prices may be imposed on oil com­ 
panies, energy chief John C. Sawhill 
said. 
The Federal Energy Office issued 
proposed 
regulations 
Thursday 
detailing how much of foreign oil 
production costs can be passed 
through into domestic prices. 
Sawhill said at a news conference 
there are indications that some oil 
companies have passed through higher 
foreign costs than the FEO feels are 
justified. 
“The rollbacks may be significant,” 
said William N. Walker, FEO general 
counsel. But he declined to estimate 
how much they might be. 
Rollbacks could be ordered under the 
proposed regulations retroactive to 
last 
O ctober, 
when 
new 
price 
regulations went into effect. 
About 30 per cent of the crude oil 
consumption in the United States could 
be 
covered 
by 
the 
proposed 
regulations, Sawhill said. 
The proposed regulations define the 
standards that oil companies may use 
in passing through to domestic prices 
the cost of purchasing petroleum from 
their foreign affiliates, the energy 
chief said. 
The energy office will seek detailed 
information on accounting procedures 
used by the m ajor international oil 
companies on how they determine 
their foreign purchase prices, Sawhill 
said. 
Report Arabs 
To Receive 
Fast Jets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sources say Russia may be 
preparing to ship some of its advanced 
MIG23 jet fighters to Arab air forces. 
This could spell trouble for the Israeli 
Air Force if the M1G23 “flogger” 
appears in num bers.on the Syrian 
front. 
More than that, it would suggest that 
Russia is prepared to stiffen Syria’s 
ability and will to fight while the 
United States is trying to restore a 
truce between the Syrians and Israelis. 
U.S. analysts say the MIG23, with a 
top speed of nearly 2,000 miles an hour, 
would significantly boost the power of 
Arab air forces now equipped with 
earlier model fighters. 
Intelligence sources say crated 
MIG23s have been seen near a Black 
Sea port from which the Russians ship 
military equipment by sea to Syria and 
other Arab nations. 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
claimed early last month that MIG23s 
were in Syria. A Pentagon spokesman 
said at the time that “there is no 
evidence that the MIG23 has appeared 
in Syria.” 
About 
two 
weeks 
later, 
Syrian 
President Hafez Assad returned home 
from Moscow with a promise of ad­ 
ditional arm s from the Soviet Union. 
Beirut newspapers said Russia had 
pledged early delivery of advanced jet 
fighters 
and 
su rface-to-su rface 
missiles. 
About that time, U.S. intelligence 
reported, Soviet m erchant ships 
unloaded 12 crated MIG21 jets at the 
Syrian port of I*atakia.

NEW YORK (AP) - Hig h a s they are, 
those risin g interest ra tes being 
reported day after day are ev en hig her 
than is immediately obv ious, in some 
instances by v ery substantial, and for 
some borrowers, critical amounts.

“ It is difficult for a company to 
maintain the precise compensating 
balance so y ou try to keep a bit more 
on deposit. And that means y our ef­ 
fectiv e rate is hig her still.”

Builders are especia lly familar with 
this practice, in which the lender 
obtains a share of the building ’s rental 
income as a condition of making the 
loan.

NEW YORK (AP) — High as they are, 
those rising interest rates being 
reported day after day are even higher 
than is immediately obvious, in some 
instances by very substantial, and for 
some borrowers, critical amounts. 
The situation is causing considerable 
fear and frustration among corporate 
borrowers and some lenders, too. And 
to some, real distress. 
The prime lending rate for the best 
corporate customers is now between 
11.25 and 11.40 per cent at big national 
banks, but relatively few customers 
receive those rates. More likely they 
pay close to 14 per cent. 
TTie reason is a custom called the 
compensating balance that requires 
corporate borrowers to keep on 
deposit—earning no interest—between 
IO to 20 per cent of the loan’s face 
value. In theory, this compensates the 
lender for various services—advice, 
collection, bookkeeping and the like. 
The added expense for borrowers 
doesn’t end there. The treasurer of a 
well known multinational corporation 
explained: 
“It is difficult for a company to 
maintain the precise compensating 
balance so you try to keep a bit more 
on deposit. And that means your ef­ 
fective rate is higher still.” 
Interviews with bankers and 
borrowers indicate that rates are even 
higher for many companies. Sound but 
not prime borrowers generally must 
pay I or 2 per cent over the stated 
prime rate. 
Thus, some concerns now are paying 
more than 15 per cent to borrow from 
banks, and 20 per cent or more to 
borrow from big finance companies 
that offer loans secured by equipment 
and accounts receivable. 
Even at bank rates in excess of 15 per 
cent, many corporate borrowers still 
cannot 
be 
certain 
that 
rising 
borrowing costs end there. 
Traditionally, when a company

borrowed at a specified interest rate it 
could be certain that its money costs 
would be a certain number of dollars 
for a certain period of tune. That 
certainly no longer exists. 
To reduce their risk during these 
unprecedented and unpredictable 
interest rate increases, many banks 
have introduced a flexible prime rate. 
When the prime rises for new loans, it 
also rises on existing ones. 
Another technique is the disposition of 
some big lenders, such as life in­ 
surance companies, to demand not 
only an interest return but a piece of 
the action as well. 
Builders are especially familar with 
this practice, in which the lender 
obtains a share of the building’s rental 
income as a condition of making the 
loan. 
When a company declines to pay high 
rates, or is refused money, it still has 
an option open: It can finance itself 
through equity, by selling an interest 
in the company rather than borrowing. 
For many companies, however, this 
escape temporarily has been shut off. 
The equity markets are also in poor 
shape, since investors for the time 
being seem to prefer lending money at 
high rates and relatively low risk. New 
issues of stock are selling poorly, if at 
all. 


While smaller companies, especially 
those hoping to issue public shares for 
the first time, have been having a 
tough time of it, some of the larger 
companies also have been forced to 
postpone or reduce stock offerings. 
The home buyer, too, has been af­ 
fected by the tendency for true 
borrowing costs to exceed posted 
rates. Mortgage lenders increasingly 
seek to have borrowers become depos­ 
itors too—at a lower interest rate than 
they could get elsewhere, 
landers also are inclined to reserve 
the right to refinance mortgages at the 
end of five years, thus escaping the 
usual 20-year commitment at a set rate 
that has been traditional with 
mortgages. 
Although not new by any means, 
points are common on mortgages 
today. When interest rates rise above 
state usury laws or the upper limits of 
government backed mortgage rates, a 
lender has a choice: Stop making loans 
or charge points. 
A point is I per cent of the loan, paid at 
the time of the transaction, by either 
the buyer or seller. Nobody, it seems, 
is entirely exempt from the con­ 
sequences of a distorted money 
market.

What is an "exploratory operation"? 
Mrs. J. Y., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. Y.: 
Despite new techniques, sometimes 
the exact diagnosis of a condition in­ 
side the abdomen is difficult to 
establish. 
Even with radio-opaque dyes, 
conditions of the stomach, the gall 
bladder, the kidneys, the liver, the 
intestines and the pelvis sometimes 
elude the keenest observation. 
When this occurs, physicians and 
surgeons suggest an exploratory 
operation, or "laparotomy,” to con­ 
firm a suspected diagnosis. 
At first, it may seem that this is an 
extreme way to approach such a 
problem. With the safety of today’s 
anesthesia, and the rapidity with 
which the abdomen can be opened, the 
exploratory operation is often the 
safest way to determine unexplained 
symptoms and to reveal hidden 
disease. 
In some instances, the exploratory 
operation can be considered the most 
conservative approach, rather than an 
apparent radical one. 
By this method, problems that evade 
proper diagnosis can be identified so 
that complications do not ensue 
because of delayed treatment. 


Before an exploratory operation is 
performed, physicans and surgeons 
carefully evaluate all factors of safety 
and the advantages against other, 
more involved approaches. 


I have a 15-month-old daughter. 
Naturally, she raises a fuss whenever I 
give her medicine. So much spills that 
I don’t know if she’s had enough. If I 
try again I worry that she gets too 
much.

Gas Pinch 
Could Harm 
Small Firms 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Most of 
Ohio’s small businessmen believe a 
continued shortage of gasoline could 
have a damaging effect on their firms, 
according to a poll taken by the 
National Federation of Business. 


Seventy-three per cent of the 3,600 
small businessmen responding to the 
poll said the shortage, if it persists, 
would have a serious impact on their 
operations, and 39 per cent of that 
number believed the impact would 
be “very serious.” 
But the organization said nearly half 
of the businessmen do not believe there 
actually is an energy shortage. 
It said 46 per cent expressed disbelief, 
36 per cent do believe there is a 
shortage and 18 per cent are un­ 
decided, 
The poll was conducted during April 
with the endorsement of Gov. John 
Gilligan and the assistance of the state 
Department of Economic and Commu­ 
nity Development. 
Dr. Seymour Goldstone, deputy 
director of the state agency, said the 
purpose of the poll was to obtain “some 
initial and cursory data” in the areas 
of energy supplies, conservation and 
materials shortages from the small 
business community. 
The poll indicated, among other 
things, that the single energy source 
most critical to heating, lighting and 
cooling of buildings is electricity, and 
to other operations, gasoline. 
A majority, 63 per cent, said they did 
not think it would be possible for their 
businesses to convert to another type 
of energy.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Though 
President Nixon suggested last week 
his vice president may be working too 
hard, Gerald R. Ford is showing little 
sign of easing his busy pace. 
However, Ford has scheduled two 
days of relaxation and golf this 
weekend in Hawaii, sandwiched 
between two busy days there and in 
Washington state. 
Then, after returning to Washington 
on an overnight flight next Monday 
night, the vice president has five 
separate one-day trips scheduled in the 
following six days. 
When they met at the White House last 
Friday, according to Ford, Nixon 
suggested “perhaps I was working too 
hard” on a heavy schedule of speech- 
making around the country. 
However, Ford has made clear he has 
no plans to cut back his schedule any 
time soon. 
He was scheduled to leave nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base in early af­ 
ternoon for Honolulu, with a refueling 
stop scheduled at Travis Air Force 
Base near San Francisco.

decision on what to do with radioactive 
plutonium that leaked from a factory 
here into a canal is two months away, a 
spokesman for the Mound Laborartory 
said Wednesday. 
The spokesman for the laboratory, 
operated by the Monsanto Research 
Corp. for the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, said the radioactive material 
was found about two weeks ago in 
sediment in the old Erie Canal. 
He said the company will decide 
whether to remove the plutonium-238, 
one of the most poisonous metals 
known. 
A spokesman for the Ohio Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency said recent 
testing 
uncovered 
no radiation 
problems. 
The Atomic Energy Commission in a 
statement from Washington added, 
“There have been no abnormal levels 
of radioactivity detected in the air, 
water or vegetation about the 
laboratory site. Based on preliminary 
samples, the plutonium presents no 
health problems because it has been 
found in the sediments under water.” 
Richard K. Flitcraft, director of the 
Mound Laboratory, said, “Our com­ 
mitment is to protect the people who 
live here.” 
The laboratory is located inside the 
city limits of Miamisburg, a suburb of 
Dayton with a population of 15,000. 
Flitcraft added, “For this reason, 
radioactivity , even though at a low 
level as it now appears to be, is 
something 
we 
will 
investigate 
thoroughly.” 
Officials have no idea how the 
plutonium leaked from the plant.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A young 
man and woman were jailed for 
refusing to answer questions before a 
federal grand jury probing charges 
that the Symbionese Liberation Army 
robbed a bank and the kidnaped 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst.

Although com prices have eased since 
then, by mid-May they still were 
around $2.40 per bushel at Omaha.

Thursday in a feed grain analysis by 
the department’s Outlook and Situ­ 
ation Board. 
“ Feed grain prices will remain sen­ 
sitive to crop prospects this spring and 
summer,” the report said. “ If the com 
crop totals around the 6.7 billion 
bushels projected, corn prices at the 
farm at harvest may drop below $2 a 
bushel, but still be higher than prices 
at harvest in most recent years.” 
Last November, farm prices of com 
nationally averaged $2.18 per bushel 
and then rose to $2.39 in December, 
according to USDA calculations. In 
November, 1972, before a huge export 
market fully developed, com brought 
farmers an average of $1.20 per 
bushel. 
The report Thursday repeated earlier 
department indications that farmers 
intend to plant 126.3 million acres of 
feed grain this year — including com, 
oats, barley, and sorghum — which 
would be a 4 per cent boost from 1973.

com prices at the farm averaged a 
record $2.76 per bushel for the month 
of February. 
Although com prices have eased since 
then, by mid-May they still were 
around $2.40 per bushel at Omaha. A 
year ago they were about $1.75 per 
bushel. 
The look ahead to a possible record 
com harvest next fall and prospective 
declines in prices were included 
Thursday in a feed grain analysis by 
the department’s Outlook and Situ­ 
ation Board. 
“Feed grain prices will remain sen­ 
sitive to crop prospects this spring and 
summer,’’ the report said. “If the com 
crop totals around the 6.7 billion 
bushels projected, com prices at the 
farm at harvest may drop below $2 a 
bushel, but still be higher than prices 
at harvest in most recent years.” 
I^ast November, farm prices of com 
nationally averaged $2.18 per bushel 
and then rose to $2.39 in December, 
according to USDA calculations. In 
November, 1972, before a huge export 
market fully developed, com brought 
farmers an average of $1.20 per 
bushel. 
The report Thursday repeated earlier 
department indications that farmers 
intend to plant 126.3 million acres of 
feed grain this year — including com, 
oats, barley, and sorghum — which 
would be a 4 per cent boost from 1973. 
Officials also noted the com reserve 
next Oct. I, at the beginning of the 1974- 
75 crop year, is expected to be drained 
to 450 million bushels, compared with 
more than 700 million carried over last 
fall.

The 
highlight of the day was lunch, when 
the buyers supervised various con­ 
tests, races, and cheers.

The buyees could now 
gain revenge. The girls were dressed 
in basketball uniforms, wrestling 
jerseys, sweat pants and work boots.

Members of the Rotary Club of 
Circleville heard a report on the ac­ 
tivities at the Transportation Research 
Center of Ohio at their meeting on 
Thursday, noon. The speaker at the 
meeting was James H. Leckrone, 
Deputy Director at the Center. 
The Research Center is an ex­ 
tremely unique facility which will 
greatly benefit western Ohio, ac­ 
cording to Leckrone. It was con­ 
structed with $30 million of state tax 
funds which were authorized by voters 
in 1968 to attract more automotive 
related industry to Ohio. The new jobs 
would benefit the state, and would 
greatly benefit the Logan-Union 
County areas where it is located. 
The Center has been successful 
though some facilities remain under 
construction. Two companies which 
have used the Center have constructed 
sizeable new plants in the area, and if 
funds are approved by Congress, 
construction of a Federal facility will 
start this fall. The Federal facility, 
located on property owned by the TRC, 
will eventually employ over two 
hundred persons. 
According to Leckrone, many parts 
of vehicles are manufactured by 
component manufacturers who then 
sell the parts to vehicle manufac­ 
turers. It is mostly component 
manufacturers, he added, who are now 
utilizing the Center. 
Most cannot justify construction of 
extensive research facilities of their 
own and find it convenient to test their 
products at the TRC. 
The big four auto makers have also 
used the TRC for testing. 
The TRC derives income from 
companies, universities and other 
testing organizations. The Ohio 
General Assembly has also ap­ 
propriated funds to provide for 
operations until the initial construction 
is complete. 
Iieckrone also described the four 
major test facilities. 
One is the Crash Simulator, capable 
of reproducing the effects of a 70 mile 
per hour crash with an object such as a 
car, aircraft, or truck weighing as 


much as 10,000 pounds. Higher speed 
crashes can be simulated with lighter 
loads. 
A second facility is a 50 acre asphalt 
pad called the Vehicle Dynamics Area. 
This is used to test a Vehicle’s handling 
characteristics including extremely 
violent maneuvers. The area is 
necessarily so large so test vehicles 
can go completely out of control with 
little rish of any damage or injury to 
the test crew. 
A third facility is the Skid Pad, a 
nine thousand foot long facility for 
testing road wear surfaces, tires and 
brake systems. 
The fourth major facility is the 
mile long High Speed Test Track which 
permits testing at up to 140 miles per 
hour, or endurance testing at much 
slower speeds. 
In regular Rotary business, Bob 
Phillips described a Rotary meeting he 
attended in Montreau, France. He also 
related to local Rotarians some of the 
activities carried out by the French 
counterpart.

Dr. Ira L. Whitman, appearing before 
the Senate Subcommittee’s Oversight 
Hearings, said, “ I invite you to sup­ 
port, not to undercut, the efforts of 
states such as Ohio, which have been 
thrust into the midst of a raging 
controversy based upon the legislation 
which you passed in 1970. . .” 


Whitman said recent amendments 
proposed by the Nixon administration 
would "go way too far and would in our 
opinion in Ohio destroy the effec­ 
tiveness of the act and the national 
commitment toward a cleaner and 
more healthful atomosphere.” 


He added, “ We oppose the majority of 
the President’s proposed amendments 
and I would urge that Congress be ex­ 
trem ely careful before adopting 
measures that would seriously impede 
the Clean A r Act.” 
The Ohio environmental director 
urged the subcommittee to increase 
state and local funding for pollution 
programs while reducing the federal 
red tape that makes funding uncertain 
and often delays projects.

Act Backed 


COLUM BUS, 
Ohio 
(A P)-T h e 
director of the Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency urged a Senate 
subcommittee in Washington Wed­ 
nesday not to weaken the federal Clean 
Air Act. 


Dr. Ira L. Whitman, appearing before 
the Senate Subcommittee’s Oversight 
Hearings, said, “ I invite you to sup­ 
port, not to undercut, the efforts of 
states such as Ohio, which have been 
thrust into the midst of a raging 
controversy based upon the legislation 
which you passed in 1970. . .” 


Whitman said recent amendments 
proposed by the Nixon administration 
would “ go way too far and would in our 
opinion in Ohio destroy the effec­ 
tiveness of the act and the national 
commitment toward a cleaner and 
more healthful atomosphere.” 


He added, “ We oppose the majority of 
the President’s proposed amendments 
and I would urge that Congress be ex­ 
tremely careful before adopting 
measures that would seriously impede 
the Clean Air Act.” 
The Ohio environmental director 
urged the subcommittee to increase 
state and local funding for pollution 
programs while reducing the federal 
red tape that makes funding uncertain 
and often delays projects.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The cost of 
mailing a first-class letter would be 
trimmed by a penny while rates for 
second, third and fourth-class mail 
would go up under a proposal by the 
staff of the Postal Rate Commission. 
The rate for mailing a firstclass letter 
recently was raised by two cents to IO 
cents. The commission staff now 
thinks it should be nine cents. 
Post cards, which were raised two 
cents to eight cents in March, would be 
cut back to six cents under the 
proposal, but airmail would retain its 
two-cent increase to 13 cents. 
Costs of second class, third class bulk, 
parcel post and special rate fourth 
class mail would be increased.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
low-grade guru here once 
called California a state of 
mind, not a state. He was 
daft, of course. But a nifty TV 
special arriving next week 
may help you decide the 
matter yourself. 
It’s called “The Place For No 
Story,” comes from station 
KQED in San Francisco and 
is being offered the nation’s 
public TV stations Monday 
night by the Public Broad­ 
casting Service. 
We tout it now to give you 
ample 
time 
to 
cancel 
scheduled engagements, chill 
a jug of wine and com­ 
mandeer the family TV set 
for this one-hour aerial and 
ground tour of the promised 
land. 
The show, put together by 
Philip Greene, is the first 
California documentary I’ve 
ever seen that really has the 
feel of the place, from snow­ 
capped Mount Shasta to the 
continuing smog festival of 
I/)s Angeles. 
And he does it in a wild, un­ 
conventional way, with most 
of the tour filmed from 
helicopters, light planes, even 
an old B26 bomber, working 
at altitudes from five to 15,000 
feet and higher. 
And there’s no traditional 
narrative drone of facts and 
figures or “talking-head” 
interviews. 
He instead uses snippets of 
sound — rushing wind at the
